meant  —  open  windows,  soft  breezes,  day-dreaming  boys,  starry-eyed  girls,  and  baseball.  The  epidemic 
was  soon  brought  under  control  through  the  efforts  of  our  well-meaning  teachers  and  principal,  and  things 
slowly  went  back  to  normal.

This  year  began  in  rather  a  different  way,  for  Drury  tradition  was  broken,  when  Seniors  were  as- 
signed to  first  floor  homerooms,  and  the  auditorium  seating  plan  mixed  fellows  and  girls,  as  well  as  classes. 
These  changes  did  not  alter  our  position  in  the  school,  however,  so  we  began  to  undertake  the  age-old  re- 
sponsibilities of  Seniors. 

Our  election  campaigns  got  underway  a  few  weeks  after  school  began,  and  we  chose  very  capable 
representatives:  President,  Francis  Cardillo;  Vice-President,  Claire  Roy;  Secretary,  Barbara  Wagnet;  and 
Treasurer,  Elizabeth  Tatro.

We  think  we  did  a  good  job,  and  are  justified  in 
saying  that  an  enjoyable  evening  was  had  by  all. 

We  were  given  the  opportunity  to  display  some  of  our  talent  in  December  when  we  presented  — 
"Professor,  How  Could  You!"  to  Drury  students  and  friends.  Our  attempt  at  drama  proved  very  successful, 
and  was  heartily  accepted  by  the  school  and  the  public. 

Along  with  other  winter  activities,  our  1946-1947  basketball  season  opened  at  the  State  Armory. 
Throughout,  we  showed  true  Drury  spirit,  and  some  fine  examples  of  good  sportsmanship  and  teamwork, 
coming  close  to  the  championship,  but  again,  fate  intervened. 

All  too  quickly,  mid-year  exams  were  scheduled,  and  an  air  of  tension  filled  the  school  —  but  not  for 
long.  The  crisis  soon  passed,  and  shortly,  Spring  and  its  expected  effects  once  again  invaded  the  halls  and 
classrooms  of  Drury.  As  always,  it  lingered  a  while,  then  quietly  stole  away,  leaving  us  to  assume  neglected 
school  responsibilities. 

May  proved  to  be  an  interesting  month  for  Seniors,  for  we  revived  the  Senior  Cabaret  after  a  lapse 
of  a  year,  and  presented  an  enjoyable  evening  to  Drury  students.  The  end  of  the  month  found  Senior 
girls,  garbed  in  white,  silently  marching  from  tree  to  tree  on  the  front  grounds,  gently  placing  the  American 
flags  in  their  standards  as  our  tribute  to  Drury's  war  dead  on  Memorial  Day. 

Time  then  grew  short,  and  talk  of  graduation  was  in  the  air,  and  on  our  minds.  Our  last  few  weeks 
as  students,  and  Seniors  in  Drury  were  busy,  happy  weeks,  with  the  exception  of  final  exams. 

Then,  came  that  glorious  week  that  was  exclusively  ours,  and  commencement  activities  began. 

On  Class  Night,  we  made  our  first  appearance  in  our  caps  and  gowns,  taking  part  in  the  usual  pro- 
gram —  the  class  prophecy,  the  will,  the  class  song  and  personalities,  then,  excitedly  thumbing  the  pages 
of  our  classbobks. 

Next  we  attended  the  class  banquet  where  hearty  appetites,  toasts  to  teachers  and  classmates,  and 
general  gaiety  prevailed.  Then,  the  Senior  Reception,  a  formal  affair  in  our  honor.  What  a  wonderful  time 
we  had! 

Finally,  and  most  important  of  all,  was  Graduation  Day.  —  Marching  into  the  auditorium  in  a  solemn 
procession,  the  farewell  addresses,  the  special  awards  —  then,  walking  to  the  platform,  heads  high,  hearts 
happy,  to  receive  our  diplomas.  We  had  reached  our  goal,  and  as  we  filed  silently  out  of  the  auditorium, 
with  a  mixture  of  sadness  and  happiness  in  our  hearts,  our  lives  were  beginning  anew,  for  we  were  entering 
a  new  school,  —  the  school  of  the  world,  yet  we  would  never  forget  the  happy  days  we  had  spent  at 
"Drury  on  the  Hill." —

Class  History

With  mixed  feelings,  we  went  up  the  walk  to  Drury  High  School  that  morning  in  September  of  1943. 
Not  long  before,  Drury  had  been  just  a  name  to  us,  but  now  it  meant  the  beginning  of  a  new  life,  for  we 
were  its  newest  members,  the  Freshmen,  and  incidently,  we  were  as  "scared"  as  we  looked! 

That  first  day  seemed  endless  —  new  classes.,  new  faces,  devilish  glances  from  upper-classmen,  em- 
barrassing mistakes,  and  finally  that  heavenly  sound,  the  two  o'clock  bell!  We  were  not  completely  free, 
however,  for  the  upper-classmen  had  been  waiting  anxiously  to  pounce  on  us,  and  that's  exactly  what 
they  did!  They  called  it  initiation,  but  closer  inspection  showed  that  to  most  Freshmen,  it  was  just  plain 
torture!    The  things   they  made  us  do! 

But,  as  quickly  as  we  had  become  the  center  of  attraction,  we  were  forgotten,  and  high  school  life 
beoan  to  be  fun.  Before  long,  we  had  elected  our  class  officers:  President,  Francis  Cardillo;  Vice-President, 
Claire  Roy;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Anthony  Sacco;  and  Representative  to  the  Student  Council,  Edward 
Horsfall.  This  was  our  first  real  undertaking,  and  having  been  successful  in  our  own  eyes,  and  the  eyes 
of  the  school,  we  felt  a  little  more  firmly  planted  in  Drury  soil. 

The  year  then  seemed  to  fly  by,  marked  with  numerous  social  events,  with  the  Freshman  Reception 
outstanding  in  our  minds  as  our  first  high  school  dance.  Our  athletic  endeavors  also  proved  very  satisfactory 
for  both  our  football  and  basketball  teams  were  successful  in  taking  the  Berkshire  championship. 

All  too  soon,  June  arrived,  which  meant  that  we  had  completed  the  first  round  on  our  four-year  journey. 

Our  second  year  at  Drury!  Oh,  what  fun  to  see  the  petrified  looks  on  the  Freshmen!  We,  the  "wise 
fools"  knew  what  the  "Frosh"  were  going  through  but  still  we  insisted  upon  terrifying  them  more.  After 
the  Freshman  Reception,  we  found  they  were  human  and  very  nice. 

Elections  were  no  trouble  as  everyone  knew  each  other  pretty  well  after  struggling  through  the  first 
year.  Our  nominations  were  held  and  the  officers  were  as  follows:  President,  Edward  Pilot;  Vice-President, 
Francis  Cardillo;  Secretary-Treasurer,  Anthony  Sacco. 

A  glorious  football  season  began  though  the  joy  was  darkened  somewhat  by  those  inevitable  report 
cards. 

The  class  of  '47  was  declared  to  have  the  heartiest  lungs  in  the  whole  school  —  for  cheering,  that  is. 

Hallowe'en  and  Dru-Echo  certainly  were  on  the  prowl  that  fall  —  not  that  report  cards  had  anything 
to  do  with  the  gloom  in  which  Drury 's  halls  had  been  engulfed! 

Finally,  the  first  snowfall,  Christmas  vacation  and  then  those  dreaded  mid-year  exams.  Last  minute 
cramming  was  prevalent  as  usual. 

Spring  came  and  with  it  that  giggly,  drowsy,  silly  feeling.  Ambition  flew  out  the  windows  and  couples 
could  be  seen  lounging  in  the  corridors. 

With  the  coming  of  the  Junior  Prom,  excitement  was  again  in  the  air.  Our  sophomore  year  just 
seemed  to  fly  by  and  soon  we  were  looking  forward  to  a  glorious  Junior  year. 

With  some  degree  of  excitement,  we  came  back  that  next  September  to  take  our  places  as  the  Junior 
Class.  By  this  time,  of  course,  we  thought  we  "knew  all"  and  proceeded  to  display  the  fact.  We  were 
especially  proud  that  we  would  at  last  be  allowed  to  occupy  the  balcony  seats  in  the  auditorium,  which 
were  exclusively  ours. 

Soon,  we  began  campaigning  for  class  officers  —  speeches  were  made,  comments  were  given,  votes  were 
cast,  and  we  elected  as  our  officers-:  President,  Alfred  Provencher;  Vice-President,  Anthony  Sacco;  and 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Carol  Lenhoff. 

The  rest  of  the  fall  calendar  was  well-rounded  to  include  both  social  and  athletic  events  —  the  Fresh- 
man Reception,  the  Sophomore  Frolic,  and  a  successful  football  season,  even  though  we  failed  to  take  the 
Berkshire   Championship   in    our   annual    game   with  Adams. 

We  had  hardly  gotten  into  the  "swing  of  things,"  when  Christmas  vacation  came  along  with  all  the 
customary  festivities,  including  the  Drury  Prom  which  was  largely  attended. 

Cold  weather  also  meant  that  thoughts  would  soon  turn  to  another  sport  that  could  be  enjoyed  in  the 
warmth  of  a  gymnasium,  and  so  our  basketball  season  began.  The  Drury  team  and  followers  were  in  the 
best  of  condition,  continuing  so  throughout  a  thrill-packed  season,  which  brought  us  breath-takingly  close 
to  the  Berkshire  crown. 

The  excitement  was  dulled  somewhat  by  the  inevitable  mid-year  exams,  but  they  passed,  as  most  un- 
pleasant things  do,  and  "presto"  —  Drury  was  again  hit  by   the   annual  attack   of   "spring   fever,"   which 
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
